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DIETRICH WINS NT. WILSON RACE 


LOS ANGELES MAN TAKES POLICE GAZETTE MEDAL 
SLOWER THAN LAST YEAR’S RECORD —BIG 
FIELD OF CLASSY STARTERS. 


Edward Dietrich, wearing the colors 
of the Lbs Angeles Athletic club, won 
the second annual Mt. Wilson climb for 
the Police Gazette medal yesterday, his 
time for the ascent being 1 hour, 29 
minutes, 30 seconds. 

Dietrich ruled as favorite before the 
race and was expected to make a better 
showing. His time is four minutes 
slower than that made by “Soldier” 
King last year, and King had the re¬ 
turn trip for which to save his strength. 

A. E. J. Gregg of Los Angeles, un¬ 
attached, favored by many as a prob¬ 
able winner, was second in the final 
reckoning, being two minutes 20 sec¬ 
onds slower than Dietrich. Gregg’s 
t onditlon at the finish was better than 
lliat of any other contestant. Appar¬ 
ently he had not exerted himself any¬ 
where near the limit. 

L. C. Farley of Los Angeles, also un¬ 
attached, finished third. He was in ex¬ 
cellent condition. 

Dietrich won over a field of sixteen 
barters. Fourteen of these finished 
the course. Ed Bowden of the Broad¬ 
way club, who was expected to make a 
good showing, became ill and failed to 
reach the Half-way house. Petterson, 
who ran unshod, having no covering 
for his feet, failed to reach the Half¬ 
way house and was so chagrined at his 
performance that he returned to town 
by a roundabout way. Lack of endur¬ 
ance power was responsible for his 
failure, as he reported his feet In good 
condition. 

Watchers along the trail report that 
Dietrich took an easy pace over the 
first four or five milts of the trail, 
talking with everybody he met and ap¬ 
parently running easily. However, he 
had been over the trail many times be¬ 
fore and was familiar with the time 
he ought to make in order to make a 
good showing. By consulting the 
watch he carried he could tell easily 
that it was up to him to make a lively 
sprint over the last two miles. It was 
on the latter part of the course that he 
made his best time and as a result of 
the ekertioh Was not in in so good con¬ 
dition as many of the other runners 
as he crossed the tape. 

Farley, the 17-year old lad who was 
the first starter, and finished third in 
the final reckoning, made what was 
really the most remarkable perform¬ 
ance of the contest. Farley had been 
over the trail but once before, conse¬ 
quently was not very familiar with the 
grades and points where he could 
sprint or save his strength to the best 
advantage. Furthermore it was his 
first long distance race of any kind, and 
he had done no systematic training for 
it. Owing to the fact that he had ex¬ 
erted himself too much on the steep 
grades just below Manzanila ridge he 
vas forced to take a slower pace over 
the last mile or two. Observers at the 
summit could see him walking much 
of the way after he first came into 
view. He finished In fine condition and 
apparently could have made the trip 
In several minutes’ faster time had he 


been familiar with the trail. He car¬ 
ried no watch and as he started first 
had no means of judging what speed 
he was making. He is a bookbinder’s 
apprentice. 

Charley Roclair, representing Hoegee 
& Co., claimed to have lost two or three 
minutes at the point just above Mar¬ 
tin’s camp where the toll road leaves 
the old trail. He started around the 
long way but the watcher stationed 
there called him back and started him 
up the old trail. But since he had been 
over the trail several times previously 
he had no one to blame but himself for 
not being thoroughly familiar with the 
course. 

Otto Carque, he of the big pedal ex¬ 
tremities, and Henry Wheeler of bi¬ 
cycle road racing fame, were familiar 
figures but did not figure in the com¬ 
petition to any extent. Aside from 
Bowden they were the only entrants 
who were in the list last year. 

This year’s field of starters showed 
much better class than that of last 
year when King outdistanced his near¬ 
est competitor 16 minutes on the as¬ 
cent and but five men made the ascent 
quicker than one hour and 50 minutes. 
This year eleven men bettered that 
time, and three and one-half minutes 
represented the difference between the 
winner and the third man. 

One feature which militated against J 
fast time this year was the condition 
of the trial. The first two miles have 
been recently worked over by Ranger 
Crowe and a force of men. The sur¬ 
face was levelled and the ruts filled up, 
but there was much loose soil which 
made the footing unsatisfactory anl 
fast going impossible. 

For their performance in this race I 
Dietrich wins a gold medal. Gregg a 
silver medal and Farley a bronze 
medal. In addition, Dietrich wins a 
partial claim on the big gold medal 
offered by the Police Gazette for the 
winner of three consecutive races. 
Dietrich and King now have equal 
claim on it, but King will be unable 
to compete again on account of turn¬ 
ing professional. 

Mrs. Marie Reideselle, the “Hermit- 
ess” of the Big Santa Anita canyon, 
was an “added starter,” leaving the 
foot of the trail three minutes after 
the last man on the list. Her circus 
performer’s costume did not give her 
the speed of the wind and she reached 
the top in 2 hours, 25 minutes, appar¬ 
ently much wearied. However she 
started on the return trip immediately 
and reached the foot of the trail about 
two o’clock.

BALLOON JOB A TOUGH ONE 

According to the Pasadena News, 
experienced mountaineers believe that 
the men who, with Capt. Mueller, are 
now attempting to bring the balloon 
America down to the valley, will have 
a hard time doing it, if they succeed 
at all. 

Four members of the Aero club, L. 
E. Graves, J. C. Perry, W. L. Wig¬ 
gins and E. B. Anderson, came down 
from Strawberry Peak this morning. 
They said that the new stretch of 
trail from the balloon to Colby’s trail 
had been completed, and after dinner 
went on down to the valley. Addi¬ 
tional horses in charge of Beverly 
Rice, the only experienced packer in 
the party, are to arrive at Switzer’s 
this evening and the attempt to bring 
down the balloon will be started to¬ 
morrow, probably. Sidney Cray, walk¬ 
ing, reached Switzer’s at noort today 
and went on up to Strawberry Peak. 

F. B. Ross, with whom negotiations 
were first made to use the Mt. Wilson 
burros in packing the balloon out, 
speaking of the work today said that 
from his knowledge of the trails and 
mountains he regards it as doubtful 
whether the balloon can be packed out 
over the trails in their present condi¬ 
tion without the loss of one or two 
animals, if at all. He believes that it 
will be impossible to bring the basket 
down from the mountains. 

At Switzer's camp it was said that 
the trails are in rather bad condition. 
Mr. Ross believes that only experi¬ 
enced packers can hope to succeed in 
the undertaking. At Switzer’s it was 
also said that the task seems to be a 
tough one.
